Gas-mask is 
unfortunately, all are familiar in 
this enlightened age, and it might 
be expected that, in the interests of 
humanity, those who engage in grain 
threshing operations on fanms where 
the practice of treating seed against 
smut .is neglected should be pro- 
vided with gas<masks,; saye B. Leslie 
Himsiie,-in the current issue of his 
Fanm News Letter, This is no joke, 
as any who have known the head- 
aches and hangovers, caused by the 
pungent, penetrating smut-laden 
dust; can testify. But smut dust, 
while disagreeable enough in. itself, 


is evidence of still more serious. 


trouble—the theft of real money 
from the fanmer’s pocket! 


PRESENTING THE SMUTS 

Smut belongs to the disreputable 
family of Ustilagineae. There are 
several. members, each one a dirty 
thief. Bunt or stinking smut is the 
lopprobious common namé of one 
which preys on wheat; another is 
the covered smut of barley; others 
are responsible for the smuts of 
oats, while ustilago maydis sneaks 
up on corn. The menacing maraud- 
ers musi be opposed in the incipient 
stage of their attack. Lurking on-the 
seed itself, the onganism injects its 
thireadlike mycelia into the tissues of 
the seeding shoot and, as a para- 
site, grows up with the stalk and 
completes its life cycle by forming 
spores in the ear, producing kernels 
of smut instead of grain. 


HOME CURING OF PORK 

The home curing of ‘pork for sum- 
mer use Should be done before warm 
weather comes. Tihe largest pieces 
such as hams, shoulders and bacons 
are most suitable for curing and the 
small pieces may be consumed fresh, 
made “into sausage or given a light 
cure for early use. Whether wrine or 
the dry cure is to be used the main 
curing ingredient is salt and if neces- 
sary, curing may be done with salt 
alone. A little brown sugar sweetens 
the meat and prevents hardening and 
salt petre gives the meat a_ nice 
color. 

For a dry cure, provide for each 
hundred pounds of pork: eight lbs. 
of salt, three pounds of brown sugar 
amd two ounces of salt petre. Mix 
well and rub the meat thoroughly, 
using about half of the mixture. 
Paick in a clean crock or wooden 
barrel with skin side out. In about 
a week remove all pieces and rub 
again with the remainder of the 
mixture. Remove from. container 
every seventh day and repack.

TO ENSURE PROPER 
FARROWING RESULTS 

Most fanmers’ sows have now been 
bred for spring litters. The atten- 
tion which they receive between now 
and farrowing time will langely de- 
termine the success of the year’s 
operations with swine. 

A ration well adapted to the re- 
quiremenits of pregnant sows con- 
sists of 300 lb. oat chop and 100 lb. 
barley or wheat chop, supplemented 
with 400 lb. milk or 16 lb. tankage. 
It is also profitable to supply sods, 
greenfeed and alfalfa hay or meal 
to provide bulk and succulence. From 
one, to two per cent of salt shoulf 
be thoroughly mixed in the meal 
ration. 

To avoid hairless litters, the Do- 
minion Experimental Station, La- 
combe, regularly feeds potassium 
iodide. One ounce of potassium 
iodide crystals are dissolved in one 
gallon of water, and a tablespoon- 
ful per sow daily of this solution is 
added to the drinking water.

Canadian Garden Service 


In fully ninety-nine cases vut of 
a hundred the average garden needs 
a good piece of lawn to show off the 
advantages of the flowers. ‘the 
green turf acts as a necessary fore- 
ground and of course it makes the 
best possible canpet for vutdoor 
play or living room. Grass provides 
the all important contrast for stone 
walks, walls and hedges. -And a 
good lawn, of rich green and vel- 
vety softness, free from ‘bumps and 
weeds is not difficult to attain. Pre- 
liminary precautions, however are 
advisable ‘because once established 
it is hard to make changes. 

There are two waye to make a 
lawn. For quick results sodding is 
the usual practice, while there are 
some situations which make imme- 
diate results imperative this ig ex- 
‘pensive and not satisfactory. If 
ordinary field sod is punchased then 
results are going to be disappoint- 
ing. Usually this sod ig full of weeds 
and the grass is of inferior quality. 

The second method of obtaining a 
lawn is by seeding. This is a goou 
deal cheaper than sodding, and 
while slower at first, in the end it 
produces a lawn of much finer and 
better grass and one that will con- 
tinue to improve year after year. 
One should be careful to secure the 
best quality of grass seed and this 
must be sown liberally. Preferably 
both lengthwise and across to ensure 
even distribution. Seeding should be 
done, of course, on a windiless day. 

: Have Ground Even 

Long before the seeding, however, 
the soil should be worked up into a 
fine state of tilth. Any little bumps 
should be cultivated out, the hollows 
filed in and after settling filled 
again. If a very heavy roller is 
available, this should be used follow- 
ed once more by the rake or a4 «xar- 
row. When one is satisfied the 
ground is bevel and going to remain 
so then the seed should be sown and 
the surface raked lightly one way 
only to cover. For the first few 
weeks it will be necessary to go 
over and remove any of those weeds 
which have sprouted from seeds 
previously in the soil and it may be 
necessary to roll once on twice after 
light rains. 

A very shanp mower is essential 
for finst cutitings—which. may start 
when the grass is about three inch: 
es high. Regular mowing from then 
on will discourage - ordinary weeds 
and one good annual fertilizings 
carefully applied to prevent burn- 
ing, will feed the grass sufficiently 
to provide healthy, even and deep 
growth. Grass makes its growth in 
cool weather: and lawns should be 
seeded, therefore, in the early spring 
or fall. : 

Spread out Vegetables 

The old idea of planting all the 
vegetable seed on one afternoon is 
handed down from pioneer « days 
when both “seasons and time wereé|- 
limited. Only a few vegetables were 
gnown in the early days. Seedsamen 
lid not have the veriety to offer, and 
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the average man regarded the giar- 
den as part of the farm, where one 
crop was about all that could be 
expected. 


In Eurso2 a totally different opin- 
ion is held and! the- vegetable gar- 
den is looked upon as a continuovs 
performer the year round. With a 
climate as rigorous aS Canada’s such 
a thing is hardly possible but as a 
rule the average gardener’ does not 
produce anything like the variety 
that is possible. 


.Vegetable experts point out that 
there is no excuse for running out 
of lettuce early in the summer, for 
example, when after the season for 
the leaf variety, head lettuce could 
be grown and then during the hot 
weather the Cos type.

Reduced Car License 
Fees Next October 


Thousands of motor car owners in 
Alberta are now obtaining their new 
mumiber plates for the license year 
which opened on April 1, instead of 
on January 1 as in past years. 

(The new plates, which bear the 
colors of black on an orange fack- 
ground, are good until March 31, 
1938. 9» 

Thus Alberta joing various other 
provinces and many of the states in 
advancing the licenpe year, some- 
thing that was strongly advocated 
by the Alberta Motor Association 
which in 1935 submitted a petition, 
signed by thousands of Alberta 
citizens, asking for the change. 

Under the new regulations “just 
announced by thé Provincial Secre- 
tary’s department, the first reduc- 
tion on motor licenses will take 
effect next October 1. Those taking 
out the 1987-38 license at that time 
will be given a 40 per cent cut in 
the yearly rate. Their license, of 
course, will be good until the follow- 
ing March 31. 

For those who turn in their num- 
ber plates on December 31 next upon 
deciding to’ take their cars out of 
service at that time, there will be a 
20 per cent rebate on the annual 
license fee: 

In the case of those who have just 
bought cars, and wish to operate 
during January, February -and 
March, they will be granted a per- 
mit for this purpose on the ‘basis of 
one-quarter of the annual Hcense 
fee. On, April 1 next, they, like 
others, would take out their annual 
motor license,

Long before finger- 
prints were popular as a means of 
identification, Bertillon discovered

ae alike. French detectives are 
trained to classify the ears of want- 
ed men. Once they have a clear 
photograph they rarely lose anyone 
jthey are trailing. ; : 
| An absconding bank clerk of 
Panis was tall, fat, with bulging 
;eyes and bushy black hair. While in 
‘hiding he starved himself to become 
thin, shaved most of his hair and 
dyed the rest gray, applied an irri- 
tant to his eyes so that they became 
smail and rheumy, provided himself 


puffed out hig nose with paraffin in- 
jections, and walked with a stoop 
and a cane. Yet he was tripped the 
first time he ventured out of doors 
by a detective who had looked for 
the one unalterable characteristic— 
the man’s ears. 

Dr Locard of Lyon has dem- 
onstrated that there are many other 
bodily characteristics which furnish 
identification as certainly as finger- 
prints. The vein pattern on the back 
of the hand is unalterable, and alike 
in no two individuals; so is the im- 
print of the palm (a Marseilles mur- 
dered was captured because he fell 
while running along a beach and 
left a palmprint in the sand); so is 
the impress of the naked foot, 
which resulted in the conviction of 
Pranzini, who cut three women’s 
throats after removing his clothes 
so as not to stain them crimson, yet 
}who carelessly left a bloody foot- 
‘print on. the floor. 
| Locard also developed the study, 
‘through micrephotography, of the 
pore-pattern within the _  finger- 
prints, the pore-paitttern being us in- 
dividual as the print itself and re- 
quiring far less surface to yield a 
reliable record. In one case a burg~ 
lar used a candle’ during a robbery; 
he left no fingerprints, but a tiny 
‘st of wax,.no bigger than 4 tear,

TAXES at the swurce 

I have just gone through the an- 
nual agony cf making out my in- 
come-tax returm. I have had to do it 


/every year since the income tax law 


was enacted in 1913, and every year 
it becomes a more and more com- 
plicated operation. 

I do not object to paying a rea- 
sonable tax, but it seems to ane that 
the process ought to be made simp- 
ler. After studying the laws, rules 
and . regulations to find out just 
what I am required to pay taxes on 
and what I cam legally deduct from 
my income for tax purposes, I won- 
der how long any private business 
would last which required the im- 
mense amount of bookkeeping detail 
which the assessment and collection 
of the income tax alone comes to. 

I think the system under which 
income taxes are imposed in this 
country is all wrong. -The new in- 
come tax under the Social Security 
Act is far better. One per cent of 
every employee’s wages or salary is 
deducted by his employer as an in- 
come tax and paid direct to the 
Federal government. That principle, 
of. deducting the tax at the source 


of the income, is used everywnere 
else in the wonld.

Men er ae than the machines 
they make.

MACHINES scrap obsolete 

A railroad executive told me the 
other day that most of the loco- 
motives on American railroads are 
out of date, being more than ten 
years old. “A machine that’s old is no 
longer efficient,” he gaid. “It costs 
too much to keep it in repair, and 
it can’t do the work of more mod- 
ern machines.” ,

We are getting older. 
fhas been doing that ever since Time 
pegan, but now the whole. human 
race ig getting older, in the sense 
that the average age of the people 
of the United States is higher than 
it ever has been. The proportion of 
old peaple in the total of population 
ig increasing, and that of children 
decreasing, 

On April 1, 1935, when ‘the last 
Census Bureau count was made, 
there were 4,349,200 persons over 7? 
years old, or 34 out of every thou- 
sand individuals. Ait the beginning 
of this century, 37 years ago, there 
were only 24 in 1000. In any aver- 
age group of 1,000 persons there 
were 240 children . under ten years 
old; now there are only 100 young- 
sters of that age or only 10 per cent 
of the total. ; 

One important reason for this 
change in the balance of age is the 
declining. birthrate; another is the 
general improvement in public health 
as a result of better living condi- 
‘tions, more facilities for orccnary 
folk to receive proper medical at- 
tention, and the stamping out of 
epidemics. The public health cam-

Alberta Receives 


‘OTTAWA.—Four orders-in-council 
providing further relief assistance 
loans of $1,343,000 to Saskatchewan, | 
Alberta and British ‘Columbia sel 
tabled in the House of Commons 
Friday by Hon. C. A. Dunning, 
minister of+finance, 

Saskatchewan is adivanced $96¢5,- 
000 to cover the provincial share of 
unemployment relief expenditures in 
January, February. and March, 1937, 
The Dominion also advances that 
province $60,000 as the province’s 
half of the: cost of freight charges 
for the transporting of livestock 
from its drouth areas. 

Alberta receives a $68,000 loan 
for similar freight charges. British 
Columbia igs loaned a further $250,- 
000 to enable the province to pay its 
share of relief expenditures up to 
March 31, 1937.
